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PREFACE 
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DEFINITIONS 

Covered  Employer 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria: 

-  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a 
calendar  year 

-  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered 
business  or 

-  be  subject  to  FUTA 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer 
must  pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more  in  a  calendar 
quarter  or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  2  0  different  weeks 
in  a  calendar  year  to  be  covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or 
more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered  employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has 
another  business  which  is  covered,  the  employer  must  also 
report  its  agricultural  or  domestic  employees,  regardless  of 
the  amount  of  wages  paid  or  number  of  employees. 

Covered  Elmployment 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages 
or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 


or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 
Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

-  individuals  in  the  employ  of  son,  daughter  or  spouse 

-  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership  of 
parents)

paid  solely  by  commission  and  without  guaranteed  earnings 

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for  credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing  newspapers 
or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and  business 
establishments

Employed 

Those  persons  who  work  for  pay  or  profit  during  a  week  or, 
as  unpaid  family  workers,  work  15  hours  or  more  during  a 
week.   Also  included  as  employed  are  those  who,  although  not 
working,  had  some  job  attachment  and  were  not  looking  for 
work.   This  includes  persons  temporarily  absent  from  a  job 
due  to  illness,  bad  weather,  vacation  or  labor  dispute, 
whether  or  not  they  were  in  pay  status  during  their  time 
off. 

Unemployed 

Those  persons  who,  for  an  entire  week,  did  not  work  at  all. 


but  were  able  to  work  and  available  for  work,  and  (1)  were 
looking  for  work  or  (2)  would  have  looked  for  work  except 
that  (a)  they  were  waiting  to  return  to  a  job  from  which 
they  had  been  laid  off,  or  (b)  they  were  waiting  to  report 
to  a  new  wage  and  salary  job  scheduled  to  start  within  the 
following  30  days  (and  were  not  in  school  during  the  week).

Yellowstone  County 

Trends  of  average  annual  employment  and  wages  of  businesses 
covered  by  Unemployment  Insurance 

Employment  and  wages  for  the  agricultural  services,  forestry  and 
fisheries  industry  group  has  remained  stable  over  the  years.   Of 
the  12  industry  classifications,  this  industry  group  ranked 
twelfth  for  employment  and  eleventh  for  wages  during  1987. 

Mining  dropped  off  in  Yellowstone  County  between  1986  and  1987. 
Employment  fell  from  522  to  440  and  wages  declined  from  $37,864 
per  year  to  $3  0,966  per  year.   Although  mining's  employment 
levels  rank  only  eleventh  out  of  twelve,  mining's  wages  are  the 
highest  in  the  county. 

Construction  employment  and  wages  dropped  considerably  in  1987. 
The  average  employment  during  1986  was  2120.   During  1987,  that 
figure  dropped  to  1501.   Average  annual  wages  dropped  from 
$22,522  to  $21,961. 

Since  1975,  the  transportation,  communication  and  public 
utilities  industry  has  grown  steadily  in  both  employment  and 
wages.   Average  annual  wages  have  more  than  doubled  over  the 
years.   In  1987,  this  industry  group  ranked  third  for  average 
annual  wages  at  $23,467. 


Wholesale  trade  employment  was  on  the  rise  until  1983.   Wages, 
however,  have  increased  every  year  since  1975. 

Retail  trade  employment  accounts  for  24%  of  the  total  employment 
covered  by  Unemployment  Insurance.   However,  wages  for  retail 
trade  ranked  last  at  $10,164  per  year  during  1987. 

Employment  in  the  finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  group  has 
remained  fairly  constant,  but  wages  have  risen  steadily  from 
$8541  per  year  in  1975  to  $20,162  per  year  in  1987. 

The  services  industry  has  enjoyed  steady  growth  since  1975.   In 
1987,  26%  of  the  employment  in  Yellowstone  County  was  in  the 
services  sector.   However,  wages  ranked  third  lowest  in  1987  at 
$17,036  per  year. 

Government  employment  doesn't  have  much  impact  in  Yellowstone 
County.   State  and  local  wages  are  relatively  low  when  compared 
to  other  industry  groups  in  the  county,  but  federal  government 
wages  are  the  second  highest  at  $28,199  annually. 

Yellowstone  County  had  3975  businesses  that  paid  into  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  fund  during  1987.   Of  those  businesses,  82 
were  food  stores,  150  were  restaurants  and  63  were  bars.   The 
county  also  has  136  realtors,  16  banks  and  95  insurance  brokers. 
Doctors'  offices  numbered  96,  while  there  were  70  dentists' 
offices  and  88  lawyers'  offices. 


Current  economic  indicators        ,   '  •< 

On  the  unemployment  side,  Yellowstone  County's  percent  of 
unemployed  has  dropped  from  7.7%  in  1986  to  7.2%  in  1987.   This 
rate  is  .1%  lower  than  the  1985  level  of  7.3%. 

During  1987,  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  paid  $7,251,186 
in  unemployment  benefits  to  4317  average  unemployed  persons. 

New  business  and  ownership  changes  dropped  from  665  in  1985  to 
595  in  1986  and  to  523  in  1987.   The  most  common  industries  for 
new  businesses  and  ownership  changes  over  those  three  years  were 
trade  and  services. 


Population 

In  1930,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Census  counted  30,785  residents  of 
Yellowstone  County.   The  population  grew  steadily,  reaching 
108,035  in  1980.   The  1986  estimate  places  the  number  of  people 
residing  in  the  county  at  120,100.   The  percent  of  the  state's 
population  has  grown  from  6%  in  1930  to  14%  in  1980. 

Of  the  48,589  workers  counted  during  the  1980  census,  43,779 
worked  in  Yellowstone  County.   The  other  4810  workers  lived  in 


Yellowstone  County  but  hold  jobs  in  other  counties.   Of  those 
working  in  Montana  counties,  219  worked  in  Big  Horn  County  and 
248  worked  in  Rosebud  County. 

People  who  lived  in  different  counties,  but  worked  in  Yellowstone 
County  numbered,  1829  during  the  1980  census.   Of  those  people, 
527  lived  in  Carbon  County,  375  lived  in  Stillwater  County  and 
157  lived  in  Musselshell  County. 

Females  outnumbered  males  by  2175  in  1980.   The  distribution  of 
males  and  females  across  the  various  age  categories  was  fairly 
even  with  females  accounting  for  approximately  50%  of  the  total. 
But,  in  the  70+  category,  females  account  for  61%  of  the  total.

The  population  of  Yellowstone  County  has  grown  251%  in  the  years 
between  1930  and  1980  according  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
In  1980  the  population  in  the  county  was  108,035,  or  nearly  15% 
of  the  total  population  in  Montana. 

The  population  was  nearly  evenly  distributed  between  males  and 
females,  with  females  outnumbering  males  by  only  2,175  or  2%  of 
the  total  population.   In  Yellowstone  County,  males  outnumber 
females  in  the  under  10  age  group  by  773  or  almost  4%  of  total 
under  10  age  group,  while  females  outnumber  males  by  1,419  or 
nearly  22%  of  the  population  70  years  and  older.
